In Biggest Gun

The biggest gun battle in the 
history of New York City ended 
when a desperate gangster was 
killed, his chest ripped open by 
police bullets.

NEW ORLEANS C fh—Riots rag­ 
ed through the famed French Quar­ 
ter today where Mardi Gras revelry 
was in full swing 
Six persons 
were injured and IOO arrested in* 
fore police restored order w ith tear 
gas Inimbs. 
Officers said tho situation got 
out of hand when thousands of 
Mardi Gras revelers formed the 
largest carnival crowd they had 
seen in 20 years 
The riots were touched off when 
police attempted to arrest art auto 
theft suspect and the man yelled 
to the celebrating crowd th. t he 
was a federal agent being arrest­ 
ed. 
“ I’m a federal agent.” he shout­ 
ed. 
“The police are putting me in 
jail for nothing ” 
The suspect was identified by 
police as Lawrence Morrison, 18, 
Arlington, Va 
Police said the first riot broke 
out in the 700 block of St Peter, 
deep in the heart of the French 
Quarter 
The second riot flared in 
Pat O’Brien's Bar, popular tourist 
spot in the same block, and the 
third erupted outside Dixies Bar 
of Music on Bourbon Street 
Police arrested IOO persons who 
bombarded officers with bottles, 
tore 
uniforms, 
surged 
into 
the 
streets halting traffic and heckled 
officers for trying to arrest Mor­ 
rison. 
“Let’s take the prisoner 
Let’s 
beat up the cops.” they yelled 
At Pat O'Brien’s, a patron was 
arrested when he began stripping 
off his clothes and tossed lighted 
paper and bottles into the crowd 
Police said the crowd jumped the 
policeman and freed the prisoner 
When 
reinforcements 
arrived, 
they were attacked and their uni­ 
forms torn 
Police described tho crowd as 
the “ wildest” they had seen in 
years.

Humphrey Asks 


Democrats to 
Abandon Tax Cut 


Proposal W ill 
Allow $20 Cut for 
Taxpayer Dependents 


WASHINGTON CPT — Secretary 
of Treasury George M. Humphrey 
urged House Democrats today to 
abandon their income ta x -cutting 
drive. 
But. a congressional informant 
said. Humphrey told the 
House 
Ways and Means Committee at a 
closed session that he does not 
know whether President Eisenhow­ 
e r would veto -a tax cut if one is 
enacted. 
There was no sign the Demo­ 
crats would back down from their 
plan to give every' taxpayer a S20 
income tax cut and an additional 
S20 for each dependent, effective 
next Jan I 
The Democrats have a 15 IO mar 
gin to put the tax-cut proposal 
through the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee 
The committee called Humphrey 
into a closed session before voting 
to tack the tax-cutting plan onto 
administration legislation to con­ 
tinue for another year corporation 
and excise (sales! tax rates .chich 
otherwise would be reduced April 
I 
Informants said Humphrey “vig­ 
orously o p p o s e d ” the tax cut plan, 
which was announced Saturday by 
Speaker Sam Ray burn

Chiang's Dream

Now that 
I he 
Taehen 
Islands 
have been successfully evacuated 
without incident, we face the far 
more difficult dilemma of what to 
do about the Qtiemoy and Matsu 
islands off the China mainland. It 
will be something of a minor m ir­ 
acle if we can solve this problem 
without damage to our cause. 
We start, of course, 
with tho 
proposition that we are determined 
to defend and hold Formosa and 
the adjacent Pescadores. 
Second, 
it is our 
plan 
to use! 
American air and naval forces in 
this defense, but to rely on Chin 
esc Nationalist ground troops rath­ 
er than commit our own. 
Third, 
should 
the 
Nationalist 
troops fail in their assignment for 
one reason or another, we would 
be fared with the choice of th an 
dolling Formosa to the Communists 
or throwing American soldiers into 
the breach. 


This brings us right to the stick 
er: 
Whether the Nationalist Chin­ 
ese have the will to carry out their 
Formosa 
assignment 
may very 
likely depend on the fate of the 
Matsus and Quemoys. 
The American military view is 
that these islands are useful but 
not essential to the protection of 
Formosa. 
But to dining Kai-shek 
and his men. they are the last re­ 
maining visible props supporting 
tile Nationalist dream of a return 
to the mainland. 
Let them fall, 
and the dream will collapse. 
lf that should happen, the gen­ 
eral belief in official Washington 
is 
that the 
Nationalists’ 
morale 
would also crumble 
Chiang's men 
are Chinese and their one sustain­ 
ing 
thread is tile 
hope of going; 
home. 
They are not eager to do 
fend Formosa unless that opera­ 
tion is linked with a return to the 
mainland. 


lf their morale 
were to disinte­ 
grate, the ground defense of For 
mosa 
might be 
feeble 
Worse, 
there might be 
sweeping defec­ 
tions among tile Nationalists who 
saw that course as the one way to 
get back home. 
It would nol 
be 
the first time defection* had played 
an 
important 
part 
in the 
long 
Chinese civil war. 
In the main 
land combat which coded in 1949,, 
the Nationalists often yielded men 
and arm s to the Reds in wholesale 
lots. 
Evidently we don t want to de­ 
fend the Quemoys and Matsus on 
th*- very doorstep of China 
But it

don’t, 
we may soon face

.showdown on the future of Chiang’s 
arm ies, which we selfishly view as 
useful in the free world's defense.! 
Yet perhap- this is a crisis that 
is fast approaching anyway. Even 
granting that the Queraoj-

Matsus were held, one may wonder 
how long Chiang and his aging 
forces could cling to the fragile 
notion they are going back to over­ 
throw the Reds by force. 
Maybe we ought to let the dream 
Ik* exposed lur the cruel thing it 
is, and begin making new calcula­ 
tions for the laud defense of For 
mosa.

Likeliest outcome of the Formosa 
crisis is now regarded in Washing­ 
ton as a continued stalemate. 
A remote possibility is for an un­ 
declared, uneasy cease-fire agree­ 
ment. 
Before that 
is achieved, 
there may be some testing out of

by Red 
China, 
probing to see how far the I 
S 
will go in backing up Nationalist 
Chinese forces. 
The worst possible outcome is 
conceived as a United Nations res­ 
olution which would be acceptable

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lf No War by Summgr, Years of Peace, 
Sen. George, Dean of Senate, Says

WASHINGTON-(N E A )— If the 
U. S. can avoid major war until 
summer, the odds of having peace 
for many years thereafter will be 
good. 
It may not be the perfect peace, 
may be blemished by minor con­ 
flicts, but there will not be a war 
of world annihilation by atomic 
weapons. 
This prediction c o m e s from 
white-maned Sen. Walter George 
(D., Ga.), the 76-year-old Dean of 
the Senate, who is in an excellent 
position to make it. As chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee he is a key man in 
helping to guide America past the 
treacherous shoals of war. 
With a Democratic Congress and 
a R e p u b l i c a n administrative 
branch George’s statesmanship is 
vital. A lesser man could do irre­ 
parable harm in the spot. 
“The job is inherently non-par­ 
tisan,” George says, 
“and any 
chairman who kept himself at a 
partisan level would be doomed 
to failure.” 
« O 4> 
George's recent aggressive sup­ 
port for President Eisenhower’s re­ 
quest for authority to act in For­ 
mosa is typical of the enlighten­ 
ed bi-partisan machinery which 
George means to maintain. 
First, the senator sees eye-to- 
eye with the President on most 
, major foreign policy matters. “Oh. 
there may be details here and 
there where we differ, but it's 
nothing that isn’t easily and quick­ 
ly worked out,” he says. 
Second, George’s 33 years of dig­ 
nified service in the Senate has 
made him probably the most re­ 
spected man in that august body. 
When he makes one of his infre­ 
quent speeches, with old-fashioned, 
rafter-raising oratory, full m em ­ 
bership usually sits in rapt atten­ 
tion. 
His years have slowed him slight­ 
ly. 
He was an enthusiastic hunt- 
1 er and fisherman and still does a 
little fishing when the Senate is 
! not in session.

“But I have trouble telling whe­ 
ther a dove is five feet away or 
15,” he complains. 
His opposition to drinking has 
always kept him from the liquid 
I type social life here.

years he and his charming wife,

Sheehan's letter, released Sun­ 
day night, took issue with a recent 
speech by Hall in which the party 
chairman 
criticized 
some right 
wing elements in the party. 
Hall 
also admonished right-wingers who 
have 
expressed 
anti-Eisenhower 


sentiments, to consider the Presi­ 
dent’s great personal popularity. 
Hall made the remarks before 
the GOP National Committee fol­ 
lowing a meeting of right-w ing Re­ 
publicans 
in Chicago. 
Gov. J. 
Bracken Lee of Utah suggested 
at the Chicago gathering that it 
might be necessary to set up a 
third party of conservative Repub­ 
licans and Democrats.

30.000 dozen annually, according 
to F a r Eastern Economic Review 
With skill- learned from Japan. 
Iht* workshop was estabii'hed in 
Hongkong early in 1954 
“ Manufacturing in Hongkong de­ 
pends on cheap labor.” it said 
“ As all products 
are made by 
hand, ev en n ess ,n the making can 
hardly be obtained. 
The industry 
is. in fact, small, and styles and 
work are more backward than for­ 
eign products. 
“ Owing to the competition of 
imported artificial jewelry and the 
prevailing preference of the Hong­ 
kong people for stylish and deli­ 
cate foreign artificial jewelry, the 
local products are mostly exported 
to other countries rather than m a r­ 
keted for local sales. 
“They are chiefly exported to 
Indonesia, Philippines and South 
Africa, where the people prefer 
cheaper ornam ents.”
